ANOTHER TURN DOWN COMING SURE 


Senator Hillls Leading the Democratic Mi- 
norityiAgainst the Tarif Bill, and Is 
Assisting the Republicans.

Washington, April 7.—(Special.)—The sen- 
ate district committee this morning voted 
to turn down the nomination of the negro: 
c. H. J. Taylor as recorder of deeds of 
the District of Columbia. It will be re- 
ported to the senate with the recommenda- 
tion that his name be rejected. 

There are eleven members of the district 
committee. Six were present this morning 
and four of them voted to reject Taylor. 
The two who voted for him were Martin, 
of Kansas, and Harris, of Tennessee. Of 
the other five members three are certainly 
against his confirmation, and it may be 
there are four. 

This means that the senate is sure to re- 
ject Taylor and if Mr. Cleveland insists on 
g: ving him a job he will have to select 
gome place where the senate’s confirmation 
is not needed. This will be the second time 
the senate has rejected Taylor. It is, how- 
ever, not so much against Taylor as against 
Mr. Cleveland’s action in appointing him 
the offices for which he 1s peculiarly unfitted 
In this case Mr. Cleveland again violated 
the party platform, a document for which 
be has shown but little respect since his 
election. The platform declared for home 
rule in the district, while Mr. Cleveland 
proceeds to appoint a Kansas negro to one 
of its best paying offices. 

Messrs. J. Rice Smith, of Augusta, and 
Bod Berner, of Forsyth, are here. The 
friends of Mr. Berner are talking about his 
entering the congressional race in the sixth. 

Looks Bad for the Tariff. 

Right at present the outlook for the tariff 
bill in the senate is dark. Senator Hill, of 
New York, for some unknown reason, un- 
less it be to kill the income tax, is acting 
with the republicans to throw obstacleg in 
the way of the tariff bill and slacken its 
speed. Today he showed his hand by mak- 
ing a motion that the senate adjourn over 
until Monday. The republicans voted with 
him solidly. So did Murphy and Irby, of 
South Carolina, and Brice was paired for 
the motion. McPherson and Smith, of New 
Jersey, were absent. Had they‘ been pres- 
ent they might have aided Hill. Call, of 
Iiorida, aided Hill by not voting. 

Hill’s motion was lost by only one vote. 
It stood 2 to 2%. So the senate will be in 
session tomorrow. 

Hill Leads the Obstructionists. 

The tariff debate sas been in progress 
since Monday, but only two speeches have 
been concluded up to date. Peffer, of 
Kansas, has had the floor for two days. 
fhe object of the republicans is to make 
motions for executive sessions and filibuster 
im every possible way to throw the 
passage of the bill over until just 
before the elections. If Hill, ‘Murphy, Irby 
and Brice continue to act with them they 
ean do great damage to the party. There 
are some senators who fear these demo- 
Crats acting with the republicans may be 
able to kill the bill by strangulation. They 
are very much annoyed at the outlook. If 
these four democrats want to kil! the bill 

and have the nerve to stand out they can 
do it, but when the country understands the 
Meaning of their action and is heard from 
they will probably be forced to pull in 
their sails and act with the party. Were 
the democrats united in the senate the bill 
could -be adopted, but so long as the ‘“‘con- 
servatives,’’ as they term themselves, con- 
tinue: the tactics they have. adopted the bill 
must remain hung up in the senate.

Soldiers Who Once Shot Each Other 
Now Shake Hands. 

Pittsburg Landing, Tenn., April 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-The first grand reunion of the old 
soldiers, north and south, took place here 
today. Almost all of the states of the north- 
west and southwest are represented. 

The attendance is very large, there be- 
ing an immense crowd of the citizens of 
Tennessee present to attend the reunion. 
The forenoon and up to 2 o’clock p. m. was 
put in by the various regimeits, brigades 
and batteries marking the positions which 
they held during the battle. Many of the 
positions held by the troops are now muark- 
ed and permanently located. There was a 
very cordial greeting between the blue and 
the gray, who are present in large numbers 
to greet each other on this famous battle- 
field. Among them are some of the distin- 
guished generals and soldiers who took 
part in the battle. Many of the regiments, 
brigades and divisions on both sides are rep- 
resented. At 2 o’clock p. m. a mass meeting 
was held at the grand stand in the nation- 
al cemetery, which is beautifully decorated 
for the reunion. 

Captain J. W. Irvin, of Tennessee, deliv- 
ered the welcome address from the ex-con- 
federates and heartily welcomed all to this 
battiefield in behalf of the ex-cunfederates 
and the state of Tennessee. 

Gneral John A. McClernand, president of 
the Shiioh Battletield Association, responded 
in behalf of the men who wore the blue. 
He was followec by General James R. Chal- 
mers, Of Mississippi; Captain R. C. Mec- 
Mechan, of Alabama, and Colone: E. D. 
Lee, of Illinois. Tomorrow General Lew 
Walace, of Indiana, and others will address 
the mass meeting at the grand stand at 2 
o'clock p. m. Directors of this association 
and a legislative committee will be appoint- 
ed before the meeting adjourns. 


MODIFIED THE INJUNCTION. 


Judge Jenkins and the Northern Pa- 
eifle Strikers. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Apri! 6.—Judge Jenkins 
has modiued his injunction order against 
the striking employes of the Northern Pa- 
cific railroad by striking out the clauise, 
“and from ordering, recommending, approv- 
ing or advising others to quit the service of 
the receivers of the Northern Pacific on 
January 1, 1894, or at any cther time.” In 
all other respects the Judge denies the mo- 
tion of the men. 

In his decision the judge said: 

“It is not the province of the court to as- 
sume a part in the contest betyren capital 
and labor which it it asserted is herein in- 
volved. It may be that the aggregated 
power of combined capital is fraught with 
danger to the repfublic. It may be that the 
aggregated power of combined labor is per- 
ilous to the good of society and to the rights 
of property. It doubtless is true that in the 
contest the rights of both have been invad- 
ed, and that each has wrongs to be redress- 
ed. If danger to the state exitst from the 
combination of either capital or labor, re- 
quiring additional restraint or modification 
of existing laws, it is within the peculiar 
province of the legislature to determine the 
necessary remedy and to declare the general 
policy of the state, touching the relations 
between capital and labor. With that the 
judicial power of the government is not con- 
cerned. But it is the duty of the courts to 
restrain those warring factionts so far as 
their action may infringe the declared law 
of the land, that society may not be disrupt- 
ed or its peace invaded and that individual 
and corporate rights may not be infringed.’’ 


COXEYW’S CRUSADERS. 


Three Armies Now Moving Towards 
Washington City. 
McKeesport, Pa., April 6.—Coxey’s army 
is camped tonight in a suburb of McKees- 
port. It numbers tonight a little more 

than 400 men. 

St, Louis, April 6.—General Frye's in- 
dustriai army started east today on foot. 
The railroads refused to transport them 
free and no means was found to pay fares. 
The army is on very short commons. It 
was practically driven out of East St. Louis 
this morning. There is a great deal of feel- 
ing against the army from the fact that 
the East St. Louis water board offered to 
employ 200 of them at $1.50 a day to lay 
water pipes and but one of Frye’s men 
would accept the offer. 

Sacramento, Cal., April 6.—The San 
Francisco regiment of the industrial army, 
$00 strong, arrived on a train from Oakland 
shortly after noon today’ The train was 
run to Agricultural park, but a mile from 
town, where the men d.sembarked and were 
given a substantial dinner, consisting of 
soup, beef, bread and coffee, by the city 
authorities. An arrangement was made with 
the railroad company to take the regiment, 
together with the Sacramento contingent of 
200, this evening on a special freight train.

EVIDENCE ALL IN, 


Now the Lawyers Will Argue the Case 
to the Jory.

BOTH PRINCIPALS ON THE STAND 


They Contradict Each Other Most 
Positively on Material Points, 


AN @LD NEGRESS MAKES A GOOD HIT 


She Declared That She Recognized Cvulonel 
Breckinridge from His Resemblance to 
the Child—Madeline Very Bitter, * 


Washington, April 6.—There were not 
forty persons in attendance on the Breck- 
inridge-Pollard trial this morning besides 
the newspaper men and interested parties to 
the case. 

Mrs. Miniear, the last witness on the 
Stand yesterday afternoon, was to be the 
first witness this morning, but after waiting 
about twenty minutes for her to appear, 
the court decided to call Dr. Mary Parsons, 
a@ bright-looking little physician, who says 
she attended Miss Poliard at the birth of 
her chiid, february 3, 1888. Sne was calied 
by the plaintiff, but the defense made a 
hard fight against allowing her to testify 
as tO wno wrote the slip of paper which 
was pinned to the aress of the baby wnica 
was brought to the Washington Foundiing 
asylum. tf inally wr. Parsons was aiiuowed 
to testify. 

She said that she went to the foundling 
asylum in a cab and that Aunt Mary Mc- 
Kenzie, a colored midwife, carried the 
baby into the asylum. The baby, said the 
witness, was the one born to tne piaintirt. 

When she had gone that far Sheiby, for 
the defense, made another fight against tes- 
timony as to the identitication of tne hand- 
writing on the slip of paper, holding that 
it was not evidence in rebuttal, as it did 
not matter whether Miss Pollard or any- 
body else wrote it. 

It will be remembered that Miss Pollard 
Says she wrote the name “Deitz Carlyie”’ 
on the paper, while the paper itself has 
on it “‘Vietz Downing. 

The Writing On the Slip. 

Judge Bradley decided to admit the ev- 
idence of Mrs. Parsons and Carlisle showed 
to the witness the slip of paper pasted in 
the foundling asylum book with the name 
‘‘Dietz Downing’ written on it. 

“Do you recognize that handwriting?’ 
asked Carlisle. 

‘“‘That.is my handwriting,’ said Dr. Par- 
sons. 

To Shelby she said she had given the slip 
to “Aunt Mary” to pin on the child. Save 
examined the slip and said there were pin 
holes in it, indicating that it had been 
pinned to something. 

“Aunt Mary’’ McKenzie was the next 
witness. She is an oid colored woman, and 
<estified that she knew the plaintiff in F'eb- 
ruary, 1888, as “Mrs. Hali,”’ when she gave 
birth toa child at the. house of the witness 
on Seconé street, this city. “‘Mra. Hali,”’ 
she said, ‘‘was also suftering from heart 
trouble.” 

“Aunt Mary” said that Dr. Parsons at 
tended ‘‘Mrs. Hall” in her confinement and 
described taking the child to the asylum. 

irs. Miniear was recalled to disprove the 
testimony of Breckinrige that Miss Pollard 
was not in Washington on “‘one of the last 
days in August, 1892,’’ the time ixed by 
the plaintin when her urst alleged promise 
of marriage was made Mrs. Miniear pro- 
duced her boaruing nouse account book, 
which showed that Miss Pollard had re- 
turned to Washington August dl, 1892. The 
plaintiff claimed that she reacneud Wasn- 
ington during the last week in August that 
year from a trip north and that Sreckin- 
ridge met her at the station and proposed 
marriage that day in the carriage. 

Calderon Carlisle ‘lesisues. 

Much to the surprige of everybody, the 
next witness was Caideron Carlisie, Miss 
Pollard’s junior counsel. He took the oath 
and was asked by Judge Wilson to tell the 
circumstances relating to the discovery of 
the Christmas card which it is claimed was 
found by Miss Pollard in books she had 


.given to the Norwood Foundling asylum. 


The deposition of Sister Agnes which was 
read some days ago, conveyed the interence 
that Miss Polldrd or.one of the attorneys 
who were with her when she visited the 
asylum last December had put the card in 
the book to more clearly identify her with 
the asylum and help the plaintiff's case. 

Carlisle said that when he went to the 
asylum with Miss Pollard and Mr. Johnson 
only he and Sister Augustine couched the 
book in which the card was found, MAliss 
Pollard and Johnson were about ten feet 
away from the table where the books were. 
Carlisle said he opened one of the books and 
found the Christmas card which was then 
not turned at the edges or mutilated as it 
was now. It was enclosed in pasteboard 
covers With an invisibie net, which Miss 
Poliard recognized as one she had worn, 
and some dead flowers. 

The defense had tried to show by expert 
testimony that the words written on the 
Christmas card were written within a few 
years, and surely not so long ago as 1885, 
and in reference to this Carlisle said: 

“I swear to you on oath that these words 
‘Compliments of W. 8S. D., were written on 
this card when I took it from that book, and 
that no one but myself could have put the 
writing there during the time we Were in 
the library.’ 

On cross-examination Mr. Carlisle said 
that he went out of the library for five 
minutes to examine the records, leaving 
Miss Pollard, Sister Agnes and'‘Mr. Johnson 
there. To one of the jurors, Mr. Carlisle 
said he was not sure. but it was his im- 
pression that he discovered the card after 
he returned.* Mr. Carlisle said the card was 
perfectly flat when he took it from the 
book and the edges were not rolled or mu- 
tilated as now. He thought the descrip- 
tion of the card by Sister Agnes—rolled up 
edges and other disfigurations—was dis- 
tinctly inaccurate. He was sure he would 
have heard the opening of the bookcase 
doors if that had been done while he was 
looking at the record in the next room. 

William G. Johnson, Mr. Carlisle’s law 
partner, who was at the asyium when the 
card was found, corroborated the testimony 
of Mr. Carlisle. He also said that when 
Miss Pollard went to the asyium library 
she said that she thought she had left a 
Christmas card at the asylum when she was 
there in 1885, and she asked that a search 
be made for it. The card, she said, was 
from Mr. William Seymour Davis. The ini- 
tials on the card are “W. S. D.”’ 

Madeline on the Stand Again. 

Miss Pollard took the stand again when 
Johnson concluded. Miss Pollard said she 
had never Known and had never seen the 
woman named Mollie Shinglebauer, or Mil- 
ler, nor Brant and Kaufman, the two men 
who testified that they had known the plain- 
tiff as an inmate of a house of illfame in 
Lexington. Miss Pollard also denied know- 
ing Lena Singleton, the keeper of a Lexing- 
ton house, in which Mollie Shinglebauer, 
Kaufman and Brant swore they saw her. 

“Did you ever go driving with John 
Brant?’ 

“No. assuredly not, Mr. Carlisle, I never 


did.”’ 
“Did you ever know Hiram Kaufmar?’ 


‘I never did, and n®wer heard of him un- 


| 


til this defendant brought in his lying de- 
position.’’ 

‘“‘Now, Miss Pollard, did you tell this de- 
fendant, in Wesleyan coilege the day he 
called, that you had been improperly inti- 
mate with Mr. Rodes?’ 

“Il never did. There could never be a 
circumstance which could warrant me tell- 
ing such a lie on that poor, old, dead farm- 
er,”’ and Miss Pollard 2mphasized every 
word. 

“Did you ever have any such intercourse 
with Mr. Rodes?” 

“No, Mr. Carlisle—-No! No! No!” each 
negative as distinct as could be in its em- 
phasis. 

“Did you tell the defendant that you had 
been once to the gate of Sarah Guess’s with 
Rodes, as stated py the defendant?” 

“No, I did not. I never knew Sarah 
Guess, nor went to her hvuse, uur saw ner 
gate until | went with my arm in his 
through that gate—let me say that!” she 
cried, raising her hand, as Major Sheipy 
tried to interrupt her.

Once- Miss Pollard was interrupted by 
the court, who told her te stick to direct 
Statements. In reference to the deposition 
of Woow, the old Lexington carpenter, 
who said he became engaged to the plaintiff 
while she was staying at her aunt’s and 
that she broke the ehgagement because 
he would not take her to Europe, Miss 
Pollard said that her aunt informed her 
that Wood wanted to marry her and urged 
her to accept him.

HUNS HAD TO RUN FOR THEIR LIVES 


Sad Death of a Poor Working Girl 
in New York. 


FATAL EFFECT OF FAISING SALARIES 


It Generally Killsthe Employer, but This 
Time ths Shock Was Too Muchior 
the Girl. 


New York, April 5.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—-A southern lawyer of high standing 
in this city has called the attention of the 
bar to Mr. Cleveland’s remarkable freaks 
in the matter of granting pardons. 

When the president pardoned a woman 
who had been convicted of a crime, a few 
days ago, he did so upon the condition that 
she would leave the country forever. This 
week he pardoned a man who had passed 2 
counterfeit bill while under the influence of 
liquor, and annexed the condition that the 
prisoner should entirely abstain from in- 
toxicating beverages for the period of five 
years. 

How can tthe president enforce either of 
these conditions? 

The Veto Power. 

This same southern lawyer, who, by the 
way, is in the front rank of the profession 
here, has some striking views in regard 
to the veto power. Yesterday, when he 
read a telegram stating that the Ohio leg- 
islature had refused to submit a constitu- 
tional amendment to the people giving the 
governor the power to veto, he said: 

“That is exactly right. The veto power en- 
ables one man and a minority at his back 
to defeat the will of the people. When Mr. 
Cleveland vetoed the seigniorage bill he 
carried out the will of Wall street and a 
small minority against the solemnly ex- 
pressed wishes of the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the democratic party and the 
people. 

“In England they have learned by sad ex- 
perience that it is not wise to exercise the 
veto power. The queen has the right to veto 
any measure, but she has never attempted 
it, and if he dared to oppose a parliamenta- 
ry majority in this way it would very like- 
ly provoke a revolution. 

“In old times e2ch member of the Hun- 
garian and also the Polish diet had the right 
to veto any measure, but if he exercised 
the right he did so at the peril of his life. 
In those days when a Hungarian deputy in- 
tended to veto a bill he had a swift horse 
waiting at the back door of the chamber, 
and when the moment arrived he would 
rise, shout his veto, make a rush for his 
horse and make a dash for the frontier, hot- 
ly pursued by.his fellow deputies. I wish,’’ 
remarked the speaker with a smile, “that 
our Officials who exercise the veto power 
had to follow the Hungarian example.” 

A Fatal Kuise of Saiaury. 

The sad death of pretty Lena Sutter, a 
clerk employed in the big dry goods house 
ot Koch & Co., causes considerable talk. 
The responsibility for the poor girl’s death 
rests upon her reckless employers who 
thoughtlessly raised her wages. 

Her salary within the past few months 
had become the mainstay of her home. The 
girl shared her mother’s cares and at times 
was anxious about her position, knowing 
how much was dependent upon that slender 
ircome. Friday anu Saturday she was feel- 
ing unwell, but went to work as usual. As 
she was handed the envelope containing her 
week’s salary she was told that she had 
been promoted—that she was on the pay roll 
at $5 instead of $4 a week. 

That was a routine matter to the man- 
ager. Of course such changes meant more 
to the girls and more to some than to others 
of .zem; but he never imagined how grate- 
ful Lena Sutter felt. It was so trifling a 
matter that he was rather surprised when 
her voice choked in thanking him, as if, as 
girls do sometimes, she was happy enough 
to cry over it. Then tne manager forgot all 
about it. 

Sunday the girl was delirious. 

Monday a message was sent to the store 
that she was too ill to go to work. That 
was early in the morning. At noon another 
message was sent. Lena was dead. Her 
parents say that the good news Killed their 
daughter. When she heard it she could talk 
of nothing else. Her reason was dethron- 
ed from that hour, and if she had lived she 
would have been an incurable lunatic. Many 
emp.oyers here have been so affected by the 
pathetic case that they have decided to 
raise wages only under the most exceptional 
circumstances. They say that they don’t 
propose to engage in the wholesale destruc- 
- tion of valuable lives when they can easily 
prevent is by simply sticking to fixed sala- 
ries. The lesson of Lena Sutter’s death will 
not soon be forgotten by the employing 
classes everywhere. 

New Jersey Race Troubles. 

Over in New Jersey the action of the Law 
and Order League, of Franklin park in or- 
dering all negroes to leave the village by 
Saturday night has caused a commmotion 
among the colored families, and it is belieyv- 
eu that all of them have already deserted 
the place, except four laborers who are em- 
ployed on the farms of Henry Cortelyou and 
*‘Dan’’ Bodine. 

The league is the outcome of the killing 
of.Moore Baker’s wife and child, and it was 
organized shortly after the commission of 
that crime. Since the tragedy the white 
residents have determined to rid the place 
of them. 

This is not the first time the colored fami- 
lies have been driven from Franklin park, 
lor twelve years ago the farmers formed an 
association and compelled all of those who 
then residea there to leave the village. 
Since the murder of Moore Baker’s wife and 
child there has been constant fear of an 
uprising against the negrvues, and the league 
finally concluded that the best way to se- 
cure the peace of Franklin park was to 
force the colored people to quit the village 
entirely. 

Many of the negroes have gone to the ad- 
jacent villages and settled there. The league 
had hired detectives and armed them so 
that they would be prepared in case of 
trouble with the colored population. They 
had no trouble, however, with the negroes, 
who knew they would be easily overpow- 
ered. 

A State College for Horse Doctors. 

It may not have been generally known 
that the people of New York really needed 
a state college for horse doctors; but they 
have got one. 

This boon has been conferred upon us by 
chapter 153 of the laws of 1884, which took 
effect twce weeks ago. The new Statute, 
which seems to have gone through the leg- 
islature without receiving half the attention 
that it deserves, says: 

“There is hereby established a state veter- 
inary college at Cornell university. For the 
purpose of constructing and equipping suit- 
able buildings for such college upon the 
grounds of sziad university at .thaea. N Y.. 
the sum of $50,000, or su muh tnereof as 
may be hecessary, is nescenpy appr. priated 
to ve paid by the tfeasurer ppon the 
warrant of the comptroller, upon vouchers 
approved by the commissioner of agricul- 
, ture to Cornell university.”

A well-known gentleman who has recently 
returned from Paris says that the effort of 
Prince Colonna to secure his children from 
tneir mother, who, it will be remembered, is 
the daughter of Bonanza Mackay, of Cali- 
fornia, may develop one of the most interest- 
ing international legal questions of the day. 
Colonna has already been awarded a French 
judgment, giving him the custody of his 
children, and, it is said, the Italian govern- 
ment will also do so in a few days. But 
possession is nine-tenths of the law, and 
Mrs. Mackay has the children with her in 
New York. 

Colonna’s case is in the hands of Lawyer 
Valois, with whom Mr. Donald Harper, a 
bright young lawyer who left Rome, Ga., 
some months ago to enter the practice of 
law in Paris, is now associated. Mr. Har- 
per, by the way, is prominently connected 
with Colonna’s case, and has taken a splen- 
did stand among the Americans in Paris. 


TAKING THEIR ARMS AWAY. 


Governor Tillman Sends for the Equir- 
ments of the Holiday Soldiers. 
Charleston, S. C., April 6.—(Special.)—The 
scene of military operations in the dispensa- 
ry war was today transferred to Charles- 
ton, when J. Gary Watts, the assistant 
adjutant general of the state, arrived here 
armed with instructions from Governor 
Tillman to disarm and disband the Fourth 
brigade South Carolina volunteer troeps. 
The charges are that the brigade refused 
to obey the governor’s order and repair to 
Darlington to suppress the insurrection. The 
assistant adjutant general came down on a 
special train and his instructions are to take 
all the arms and accoutrements back to 
Columbia with him. He called upon General 
Huguenin, the commanding officer of the 
brigade, and showed his order. There was no 
complaint. The commanding general issued 
an order directing each command in the 
brigade to give up to the assistant adjutant 
general all the property of the state in its 
possession and this order, it is expected, 
will be obeyed by all the commands. 


The process of collecting the arms will 
begin tomorrow.: Those who think, however, 
that the Fourth brigade will be left un- 
armed will find themselves very much mis- 
taken. Some of the companies have the 
arms issued to then. by the state. A good 
many of them have rifles and cannon which 
they bought and paid for themselves. This 
is notably the case with the Gorman artil- 
lery, which has a battery of four guns and 
equipments. There seems to-be no fear that 
the companies of the Fourth brigade will 
uisband. From 1871 tol&76 they enrolied.as rifle 
clubs while the negroes monopolized the 
militia of the state. The rifle clubs will 
probably be reorganized and the manufac- 
turers of military. rifles will find a good 
market in this city for some time to come. 

The dispensary constables having given 
their evidence at the inquest in Varlington, 
are daily expected here. It is understood that 
they will resume their raiding. Mayor Fick- 
en is in Columbia in conference with the 
governor as to the gubernatorial control 
of the police. : 

TOUGH ON THE NEGRO. 
He Was Curried Away as a Convict, 
but Is Innocent. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 6—(Special.)—A de- 
tective arrived here yesterday trom Georgia 
with a negro, Bill Lee, whom he had taken 
from the plow to bring here, thinking Lee 
was an escaped convict. Hie took Lee to 
the penitentiary and was told by the offi- 
cials that Lee was not walited; tnat he was 
not a convict. The detective left on the 
first train, telling the poor negro he must 
hustle for himself. Lee laid his case be- 
fore Governor Carr, who has ordered him 
to return honie, where he says his wife is 
sick. Jee left this afternoon for Georgia.

gree. 

The jury recommended the prisoner to the 
mercy of the court and Judge Sweat ser- 
tenced Hodges to a life term in the state 
penitentiary. 

The testimony in the case showed that 
Hodges and Johns bad a dispute about a 
debt and a quarrel followed. Threats 
were made and finally Hodges shot Johns, 
killing him almost instantly. A motion for 
a new trial is pending.

The telegram from Cincinnati savs:

dred and thirty pounds, committed suicide 
in his room at the Hotel Emery this morn- 
ing. The affair is full pf romance and 
mystery. He took a ‘tw8-ounce phial. of 
Jaudanum. He came to the hotel a week 
ag6, paid a week's board in advance and 
Atlanta, Ga. 
Howard was doubtlessly an assumed name, 
as could be inferred from a letter left to 
Manager L. F. Hunt, of the Emery, and 
the studied effort made by removing his 
mame from all linen to conceal his identity. 
The following letter was found on the 


“Manager Hotel Emery—Dear Sir: I trust 
you will pardon me for choosing your place 
as one in which to shuffle off this mor- 
tal coil, but the fact is, that is what I came 
here for. I am supposed to have died two 
weeks ago, but circumstances prevented 
me. Should my attempt to kill myself 
prove fatal, as 1 hope it will, I would ask 
that you turn my body over to some medi- 
eal or surgical school.

He was bookkeeper in 
Macon for the Macon Beef Company, at- 
tended to his business fairly well, but com- 
menced to neglect his business on account 
of Florence. He left Macon last May and 
went to Chicago. At the time of his death 
he was traveling for the Peoria Packing 
and Provision Company, of Peoria, II.

SHOT TO KILL. 


An Injured Husband Sends Three Bul- 
lets Into W. W. Rawles. 
Savannah, Ga., April 6.—(Special.)— 
Samuel Davis, a white barber and chiropo- 
dist, shot and mortally wounded William 
W. Rawles, a clerk on the Central railroad, 
this morning about 6 o'clock as Rawles was 
going to his work. The cause of the shoot- 
ing is the alleged improper intimacy of 
Rawles with Davis’s wife. Dav.s met 
Rawles this morning on West Broad street 
as Rawles was going to his office. He 
called to Rawles from across the street and 
asked him if he had written ‘his wife a 
note. It is said that Rawies denied having 
done so, whereupon Davis drew his pistol 
and shot Rawles three times, each shot 
taking effect in some part of the body. 
One shot took effect in the head, one in 

the groin and another in the hip. 

Rawles was carried to the Savafinah hos- 
pital, where all the attention possible was 
given him. 

It is said that Davis descovered last night 
that a note had been written to his wife 
by Rawles and asked her for it. She 
chewed it up and swallowed it. Last night 
Davis believed his wife had taken lauda- 
num and sent for a physician. An emetic 
was administered and the note recovered, 
or at least all that was left of it. It was 
discovered also that she had taken lauda- 
num, but whether with suicidal intent or 
not was not known. At that time the phy- 
s.clan who attended Mrs. Davis promised 
her husband to see Rawles and to urge him 
to quit making any advances, but he failed 
to do so last night. 

Rawles is well known and had been high- 
ly respected in the community. He has a 
brother also in the employ of the Centra] 
railroad. The physicians in attendance say 
that his wounds are mortal and his death 
will be a matter ef a few hours. The 
shooting has produced much excitement 
here today. Davis refused to be inter- 
viewed when called on at the jail. He 
gave himself up to the authorities shortly 
after it happened.

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TRADE OF THE WEEK. 


Bradstreet’s Reports Dull Business, the 


Gains Followed by Reaction. 


New York, April 6.—Bradstreet’s tomor-. 


row will say: Special telegrams from im- 
portant distr.buting centers report general 
trade quite irregular, previous gains having 
been followed by shrinkage in many in- 
stances. Only three out of six 
of the more important cities in the New 
England and middie states furnish -en- 
couraging reports as to trade th.s week, 
and not more than one-third of the citites 
west or northwest send corresponding ad- 
vices. Three-fourths of the soufhern and 
southwestern cities regard the situation .at 
least as favorable as heretofore. New Eng- 
land shoe factories are running on part 
time, but there is a better demand at 
Boston for lumber. Some Philadelphia cot- 
ton men regard: the outlook more favorably, 
as do dry goods and notions jobbers and 
dealers in morocco and leather and shoes, 
Balt.more jobbers have been pleasantly dis- 
appointed by the unexpected freeaom with 
which North Carolina and Virginia mer- 
chants have been purchasing; sales of dry 
goods, millinery and motions having been 
heavier than anticipated. Collections in 
South Carolina, however, are g.ving some 
uneasiness. 

There is some gain at Memphis, particu- 

larly in dry goods and plantation supplies, 
which is true at Atlanta and Augusta as 
well, where retailers and jobbers report 
that cash sales are larger than for a long 
time. Birmingham jobbers in groceries re- 
port increased sales, as those in dry goods 
and plantation supplies at New Orleans, al- 
though exports of grain at the latter are 
checked. isusiness at Chattanooga is also 
good considering the season and few com- 
plaints are made by leading merchants at 
Little Rock, Galveston and Savannah. 
Trade at Charleston, however, is reported 
quiet, sales of lumber only being fair. 
Damage fror frost in the vicinity of Nash- 
Ville a week ago was small. 
The industrial feature if the week is 
found in thirty-one strikes throughout the 
country, involving 4,0u employes, principal- 
ly among buikiing trades at New York and 
Chicago, textile industries at Paterson 
and New York, coal miners and coke opera- 
tives in western Pennsylvania and further 
west. A noticeably large increase in the 
number of small strikes weekly have taken 
the place of resumptions of industrial es- 
tablishments. Manufacturers of print cloth 
have marked the pr.ce up 1-16 cent and re- 
port demand brisk. Increased demand for 
billets and bessemer pig is due to shaded 
quotations. The trend ol prices continues 
upward,

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England and the Silver Question, 

When the unconditional repeal contest 
began in the senate, Mr. Voorhees and 
several other democratic leaders close to 
the president announced that the adop- 
tion of the Voorhees bill repealing the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act 
Was the first step toward carrying out 
the democratic platform—the first step 
toward making both gold and silver the 
standard money of the country. 

It was understood at that time, and 
freely stated around Washington, that 
this talk about the “first step” came from 
Mr. Cleveland, and that, carrying out 
the Wall street theory of bimetal- 
lism, ,his policy was to _ take the 
support of this country away 
from silver altogether, and, _ thus, 
adding to the intensity of the pressure 
that had already been produced by the 
decline in silver, compel England to re- 
cede from the attitude of opposition 
which that country had assumed toward 
the white metal as a money standard. 

Therefore, there is nothing new, or 
fresh, or inspiring in the word which 
comes from Washington to the effect that 
Mr. Cleveland is still firm in the belief 
that the gold standard countries will be 
compelled by the situation to recede 
from tbeir present position. The proba- 
bility is that Mr. Cleveland sincerely be- 
lieved that the unconditional repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act wotld make a more serious impres- 
sion on Europe than it has made. There 
is no doubt that he was so informed by 
thése Wall street financiers on whose 
judgment and experience he relies. 

If congress had assembled in March, 
1893, and at once repealed the Sherman 
law, the blow would have been felt 
somewhat seriously in England by rea- 
son of the tremendous dislocation of 
eastern exchanges. But the shrewd ma- 
nipulators of British finances took the 
exchange question by the horns in June, 
demonetized silver in India, and precip- 
itated in this country the panic that fol- 
Jowed the fall of silver, or, to be more 
exact, the panic that followed <he sud- 
den increase in the value of gold. 

No person who has studied the ques- 


| tion will say that England’s position | 


secure the redemption of every pledge of :

is any less secure than it was before the 
United States established the single gold 
standard, but the condition of our own 
people is infinitely worse than it was. 


The losses that have been attendant on: 


the increased value of gold in the shape 
of shrunken values and falling prices are 
incomputable, and England's gains have 
been proportionately immense. More- 
over, the currency troubles in India, re- 
garded from a purely British standpoint, 
are in a fair way of settlement. It is 
true that the material interests of the 
Indian empire have been ruthlessly sac- 
rificed, but the sucrifice has been for the 
benetit of the home government. It is 
not the first time that colonial and de- 
pendency interests have been sacrificed 
to the greed and selfishness of the na- 
tive Briton. 

In discussing the position of England 
With regard to silver, it is impossible to 
obtain a true view of the situation un- 
less we put ourselves in the place of 
the ruling class which has invested its 
money in the bonds and securities of the 
rest of the world. But the moment we 
do this—the moment we remember that 
the motives that influence nations are 
even more purely selfish than those that 
influence individuals in their struggle 
for business existence or supremacy—the 
Whole question clears up, and we per- 
ceive at once how futile it is, while the 
present conditions exist, to hope for Png 
land to consent to the remonetization of 
silver and thereby diminish the value of 
gold. 

Why sheuld her investors and money 
lenders engage in such a scheme? It is 
true that low prices and shrinking val- 
ues huve depressed business and brought 
about low wages, but this is the normal 
condition of affairs in Great Britain and 
has- been ever since the single gold 
standard was established. It is true, 
also, that the wisest men in the United 
KKingdom, her students and professors of 
political economy, her most eminent 
financiers, and a few of her political 
leaders are in favor of the double stand- 
ard. Kut the real discussion of the 
question in Great Britain has not begun. 
When it does begin, the adademical ar- 
guments will inevitably give way to 
purely business and material considera- 
tions. 

The whole question is a selfish one, and 
those who are new putting forward the 
formal arguments of students will be 
compelled to answer the cold inquiries 
of business men. What has England to 
gain by surrendering the fruits of the 
victory which her ruling classes have 
been straining to win for seventy years? 
The inquiry has already been made, and 
it was promptly answered by Mr. Glad- 
stone. We quoted a part of his remarks 
yesterday, but not the gist of them. 
After pointing out that the United King- 
dom is a ereditor nation, and could 
therefore, get no comfort from the re- 
monetization of silver, he made this 
(from a British standpoint) capital reply 
to the suggestion: “This splendid spirit 
of philanthropy, which we cannot too 
highly prize, because I have no doubt 
all this is foreseen, would resuit in our 
making a present of fifty or a hundred 
millions (annually) to ‘the world. It 
would be thankfully accepted, but I 
think tne gratitude for your benevolence 
would be mixed with very grave misgiv- 
ings as to your wisdom.” 

Now, Whatever opinion we may have 
in regard to the British, it is impossible 
to say that they are fools in the 
way of business. We must all agree with 
Mr. Gladstone that there would be se- 
rious doubts of their wisdom if they en- 
gage to abolish a system which adds a 
hundred millions a year to their cash 
resources. We may say the British are 
selfish, but they are not different in that 
respect from our own people. They are 
in favor of promoting their own interests 
against those of the rest of the world 
Whenever circumstances make such an 
attitude necessary. 

We repeat, therefore, that if interna- 
tional bimetallism depends on Great 
Britain, our people will have to suffer 
and be strong a good many years before 
they get it. 
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Gola Exports. 

The Wall street paper, The Exchanges, 
predicts an outward movement of gold 
before many weeks. Predictipns of this 
kind are usually worthless. but in this 
instance, it seems to be based on condi- 
tions precisely similar to those that 
brought about the gold exports of 1ISV2 
and 18953. 

Austria has just issued a loan for forty 
million florins—about $18,000,000, and 
the foreign exchanges are beginning to 
move against London, from which point 
the continental markets draw their gold. 
These Luropean exchanges are moving 
so as to draw gold from London. But 
London keeps one hand on New York, 
and New York, as Colonel Oates would 
remark, has the treasury by the leg. 

Owing to the insane policy, which pre- 
tends to keep silver at a parity by re- 
deeming it in gold, the resources of the 
people’s treasury are at the mercy of the 
money sharks of Europe, and the §$18,- 
000,000 that Austria wants to complete 
its currency reform will eventually come 
out of the fund recently borrowed from 
the Wall street banks. 

When this happens, these banks will 
at once inform Mr. Carlisle that it is 
necessary to borrow another $50,000,000 
in order to “inaintain the eredit of the 
government.” Thereupon the bonds will 
-be forthcoming, for, as Colonel Oates 
told the president, or theapresident told 
Colonel Oates, the organized money pow- 
er of Wall street has the country by the 
leg and can drain the treasury in forty- 
eight hours. 

So we go, and so we will continue to 
go until the people place men.in charge 
of affairs who will carry out the peo 
ple’s will as expressed in the democratic 
platform.

How many people, for instance, are 
aware that in a list of twenty-five south- 
ern manufacturing cities Atlanta stands 
No. -5?

ton, Ky., and Atlanta. 

Augusta stands next to Atlanta, but 
she tmploys 2,390 fewer persons in her 
industries and pays $1,746,766 less wages 
annually. We have in Atlanta 410 manu- 
facturing concerns, employing 8,684 op- 
eratives and paying $3,800,955 in wages 
every year. 

This showing speaks for itself, and our 
readers will agree with Mr. Bunker that 
it emphasizes the importance of en- 
couraging manufacturing in our south- 
ern cities which have been held back by 
their dependence upon agriculture and 
columerce. What we need in a city of 
100,000 inhabitants—a city like Atlanta 
—is a large number of industries em- 
ploying all the labor. of the city and 
paying out hundreds of thousands of 
dollars every Saturday. The wages paid 
to these toilers go into instant circula- 
tion and benefit every class: of our peo- 
ple. 

We believe that our manufactures are 
still in their infancy, and that the people 
of this generation will see an industrial 
growth unsurpassed in the history of 
our country. It will simply be a revival 
of the old policy of this section before 
Kking Cotton led our people astray. Mr. 
R. H. Edmonds, in aj recent article in 
The Southern States Magazine says: 

In the early part of this century, and even 
before then, the south led the country in 
industrial progress. Iron making became 
an important industry in Virginia, in the 
Carolinas and in Georgia, and Richmond, 
Lynchburg and other cities were noted for 
the extent and variety of their manufac- 
tures. Washington's father was extensive- 
ly interested in iron making; and Thomas 
Jefferson employed a number of his slaves 
in the manufacture of nails. South Caroli- 
na was so imbued with the industrial spirit 
that, about the beginning of the revolution, 
the state government offered liberal pre- 
miums to all who would establish iron 
works. By the census of 1810 the manufac- 
tured products of the Carolinas and Geor- 
gia exceeded in value and variety those of 
all New England combined. The South 
Carolina railway, from Charleston to Ham- 
burg, built by the people of South Carolina, 
was the leading engineering accomplish- 
ment of its day, not only in this country, 
but of the world. Greater than this, how- 
ever, was the road projected by Robert Y, 
Hayne, of Charleston, to connect Charles- 
ton and Cincinnati, and thus make the form- 
er city the exporting and importing port 
for the great west. Unfortunately for the 
south Hayne was sent to the United States 
senate, and the growing sectional bitterness, 
because of slavery, so completely absorbed 
his attention that his great railroad under- 
taking had to be abandoned. 

It will doubtless be a long time before 
we repeat the showing made in the cen- 
sus of 1810, when the manufactured 
products of Georgia) and the Carolinas 
exceeded those of New England, but 
we are making progress in that direction. 
When we manufacture at home all of 
our raw material the south will be the 
richest and most independent region of 


our republic. 


What will happen when England and Hol- 
land foreclose their mortgages on Mexico 
and the South American republics?

Colonel Peter F. Smith Discusses a 
Timely Topie Most Interestingly. 
Editor Constitution—The evening paper, 
in its Thursday issue, publishes a communi- 
cation, with its unqualified imprimatur, 
from my distinguished friend, Hon. W. R. 
Hammond, in which this gentleman de- 
plores in a most lugubrious strain, what he 
is pleased to term an unfounded predjudice 
in the minds of the southern people against 
eastern influences and policies. The predom- 
inating sentiment of that letter is eminently 
wise and patriotic and insofar as it seeks to 
encourage and maintain profitable commer- 
cial relations with the east and foster a 
spirit of broader patriotism it ought to re- 
ceive the undoubting assent of every south- 
ern man.

It is true that the east is a lender 
and the south a borrower, and therein is 
fulfilled the saying of the scripture, the bor- 
rower is servant’to the lender. It is true 
that the south is poor and the east is rich. 
But if it be considered that for more than 
one-half a century this government has 
been run in the interest of the east; if it be 
considered that the fiscal policy of the gov- 
ernment has been so shaped as to rob Peter 
and pay Paul; that our finiquitous banking 
system which has glutted the east with 
gold and depleted every other section, grew 
up and flourished under the powerful stim- 
ulant of eastern capital; if we reflect that 
the policy of protection which under the 
forms of law, has taken pennies from the 
pockets of the poor and added them to the 
pounds in the pockets ofgthe monopolist, has 
found its stanchest adv¥ocates in the east 
and that this section has been fed directly 
from the hand of the federal government— 
it need not be a matter of surprise that the 
wealth of this country is in the east. But 
it is not true that we should surrender one 
jot or tittle of democratic faith simply to 
perpetuate the degrading servitude. It is 
not true that wise policy dictates that we 
should cultivate close political alliance with 
a section whose motto is to rule or ruin. 

In the light of the political history of this 
country it is no perversion of the facts to 
affirm that the origin of a very large pro- 
portion of the evils which have afflicted us 
may be traced either to the greed or fa- 
naticism of the east. If we may be per- 
mitted, like our friend, to quote scripture, 
we would say that the devout prayer of 
every patriot ought to be that the times 
past of their lives may suffice to have 
wrought the will of the flesh and that our 
eastern friends will see that they cannot 
expect to sow tares and reap wheat. They 
have gathered where they have not strewn. 
They have imposed burdens grievous to be 
borne and have not touched one of them 
with their little finger. We have no incau- 
tiousiy stumbled on this conclusion, It is the 
irreversible verdict of partial and impartial 
history. We cannot turn our backs on the 
light as it s@reams unceasingly from every 
page in our national life. As it aas been in 
the past, so it is now and must be in the 
future. it is not in human nature to lick 
the hand that smites. There is an Adamic 
residuum in ail of us which does not take 
cheerfully to the doctrine that one should 
surrender his coat to the man who has 
taken his cloak. Nothing but divine grace 
can make the people love the ways of the 
east. Our friend is 80nd of scripture and 
with it he nails every proposition. We com- 
mend to his careful study the story of the 
man who went down from Jerusalem to 
Jericho and fell among thieves.

Atlanta as a Manufacturing City. 

Editor Constitution—In reviewing a bulle- 
tin of statistics of manufactures issued by 
the government I[ notice that Atlanta 
makes a good showing. As compared with 
other cities she stands. No. 5 in a list of 
twenty-five southern cities reporting, and 
leads ail other Georgia cities in her manu- 
facturing industries. Augusta is. next, 
showing, however, 2,390 less number of per- 
sons employed and $1,746,766 less wages paid. 
Atlanta has 410 manufacturing establish- 
ments, employing 8,654 operatives and pays 
for wages $3,809,955 each year. 

in the list of twenty-five southern cities 
reporting Louusville, Ky., is No. 1, New Or- 
leans No. 2, Richmond, Va., No. 3, Coving- 
ton, Ky., No. 4, Atlanta No. 5. There are 
many residents of our city who know but 
little about our manufaciuring industries, 
and seem to think that we are dependent 
chiefly upon being a railroad center, hence 
the name Gate City. But it is a well known 
fact that the prosperity of a city depends 
largely upon manufacturing industries. 
Naw we have a large number of people em- 
ployed—8,684, or about one-eighth of our 
population, and nearly four million dollars 
each year expended among us, which must 
show us the importance of encouraging all 
kinds of home industries. They draw 
money every week in the year, while an 
agricultural crop only a liew weeks in a 
year. If we manufactured all articles we 
used—and there is no reason why we 
shouldn’t—there would be no hard times 
with us. In 1890 I was commissioned as 
special agent by the government to obtain 
the manufacturing statistics of Atlanta. I 
not only realized the importance of doing 
my duty for which I was employed, but 
having the interest of Atlanta at heart, I 
put forth every effort to obtain all that 
be.onged to us, and I am pleased to say 
that in nearly every instance the managers 
of our factories were not only ready, but 
willing to render me all the assistance 
necessary, and it must be gratifying to 
them as well as myself to see such a good 
report.

The victory of Judge James A. Anderson, 
who was the leading counsel of the de- 
fense in the case of E. &. Morris against 
his brother Mr. John Morris, was the result 
of one of the most interesting legal con- 
tests which has been fought in Fulton 
county in a long time. The story of the 
case has been already told in these columns, 
and with it the public is familiar.

A Black Fiend Lyhched in Broad Day- 
light at Greenesboro. 


TAKEN FROM THE JAIL AT MIDDAY 


He Was Identified by His Victim, and 
Confessed His Crime-—Sheriff DBnog- 
lish Was Taken by Surpr.se, 


Greenesboro, Ga., April 6.—(Special,)—Dan 
Ahern, a negro tramp, was lynched her 
today, about 12 o’clock. Yesterday after- 
noon he had made a criminal assault on 
Mrs. Dan Chambers. Mr. Chambers lives 
four miles from town. He was away from 
home yesterday afternvon and his wife 
was alone with a six weeks’ old irfant. 
The negro returned a second time to the 
house, presumably to kill hit victim. She 
escaped into a room, and locked the door. 
Ahern then went away. 

An alarm was soon given and a posse 
started to hunt for the nezro. Be was 
soon captured. Mr. Chambers was about 
to kill the negro when restrained by neigh- 
bors. 

The negro, who was probably twenty-two 
years old, was brought tou Greenesboro on a 
wagon. He was tied and remained un- 
molested on the streets for thirty minutes 
while Sheriff English was being hunted up. 

Before being brought to town the negro 
confessed his crime and was identified by 
Mrs. Chambers. 

Soon after Ahern was placed in jail a 


mob began to assemble. Pretty soon a de- 
mand was made on the sheriff to deliver the 
keys of the jail. He refused eimphatically, 
and told the men he would protect his 
prisoner at all hazards and that they lost 
their opportunity when they delivered him 
over to the law, ‘The crowd scattered into 
little groups to discuss the situation. All 
agreed that the best thing to be done was 
to wait and bresk down the large iron doors 
of the jail. Everything was kept quiet to 
mislead the sheriff and the crowd dwindled 
away tc reassemble later in the night, fully 
prepared with sledge hammers. But tbe 
sheriff was too vigilant to be deceived by 
the apparent quietude and had pressed the 
Greene Rifles into service to guard the jail. 
The Rifles remained on duty until daylight, 
when they were dismissed by the sheriff, 
who, himself, carried a repeating rifle, fully 
determined to use it if necessary to protect 
the prisoner. No further trouble was ap- 
prehended until tonight. 

All the morning the outrage was the topic 
of conversation and the older men of the 
town pleaded with the more impulsive to 
wait for a jury trial, and County Judge 
Weaver telegraphed Judge Jenkins to come 
and hold a special term of court next week 
in order that the crowd might be appeased 
and the law vindicated. It seemed that this 
course would be adopted. The sheriff was 
deceived into believing there would be no 
attempt made to lynch the negro until to- 
night. The sheriff hoped to get Ahern out 
of the reach of the crowd and proposed to 
carry him to Atlanta or Augusta. 

But it was the quiet before the storm. 
When v.he 10:30 o’clock train reached 
Greenesboro this morning, it brought de- 
termined men from other counties to lead. 

The mayor met the men and begged them 
not to attack the jail.

NEW YORK, April 6.—Cotton is bought 
on all easy periods and very much of it is 
absorbed on. every gecline. The short inter- 
est, although somewhat reduced of late, 
is still large and its protection is rapidly 
disappearing, because the exports are On a 
very much larger scale, and the stocks at 
the visible and invisible ports in this coun- 
try are so small either separately or in the 
aggregate, as to make the situation a bul- 
lish one, should the crop outlook or the 
prospects of increased acreage be unpromis- 
ing. 
Our own reports from the south, which 
are from a large number of correspondents, 
indicate little or no change in acreage out- 
side of Texas, where the increase is very 
much smaller than that state has been 
credited ‘with.

HANS CHRISTIAN ANDERSEN.

Do you know, children, that the great 
man to whose fairy tales so many little peo- 
pie have listened with delight was the. son 
of a poor shoemaker, and received a scanty 
education at a charity school? 

Born in the city of Ordense, in Denmark, 
jn the year 1805, he died in Copenhagen in 
1875; but many of those years Which were 
crowned w.th such honur were years of hard 
work, disuppointment and poverty.

* gince Mr. Gladstone has retired from 
public the attention of all the worid 
on his young successor, Lord 
Roseberry. The office of premier of Great 
Britain is in Kpgland as great as that of 
in this country, for while 
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the “‘liberal’’ party in England. This is the 
party which favors giving the people more 
rights and taking away from the lords 
some of the privileges which have belonged 
to them by inheritance for centuries. The 
success of the liberal policy will make 
England more democratic in its government 
than ever.. Strange to say, although Lord 
Roseberry is a leader of this liberal move- 
ment, he is himself a lord.. But he is 


broad-minded enough to take the leadership 
in a “movement that is right, even when it 
strikes at his own class privileges. 

He is a wonderfully popular man with the

A DIVER’S ADVENTURES WITH 


. 


THE MONSTERS OF THE DEEP. 


Abram Onderdonk is the oldest sub-ma- 
rine diver in the United States. During 
thirty-seven years of the fifty-nine years of 
his life he has been continuously engaged 
in the pursuit of his vocation. : 

“I have seen almost everything that is 
to be found under fresh as well as salt 
water,” said he, “and there are many very 
queer, beautiful, and, indeed, almost incred- 
ible sights, I assure you. I have often won- 
dered why there has not been any amateur 
submarine diving explorations, because it 
is an unoccupied field in that line. and. al- 
though peculiar, need not be more perilous, 
with proper conditions and precautions, 
than some other ventures for amusement 
or scientific research. A man of education, 
enterprise, nerve and capital would realize 
intense pleasure in these sub-aqueous ex- 
periences. 

‘“‘These travels under the waves have their 
terrors and danger, occasionally, but nerve, 
with prudence, are reasonable guarantees 
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ef safety. In some localities the greatest 
terror to a diver is the swordfish, whose 
short, bony sword protruding from its head 
fs almost as strong as steel. Well, this fish 
speeds along through the water charging 
dead ahead, never veering from a straight 
eourse for anything, except a rocky ledge 
er the iron hull of some vessel. He seems 
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tful, almost beyond descrip- 
When I was in New Zealand one of 
my men, Archie McGavan, while layin 

some wharf blocks, was suddenly surotieed 
by an immense creature of that kind. De- 
spite Archie’s struggles, and he was a pow- 
erful man, the monster completely over- 
powered him. He was locked in the tre- 
mendous claws of the devil fish and fas- 
tened helpless a t a submerged spile. 
The man realized his peril and kept quiet 
until his assailant, whose arms measured 
fully nine feet, loosened his hold. Then 
Archie signalled to be drawn up, and 
came to the surface with the hideous crea- 
ture clinging to his back. 

Weird Scenes on Sunken Ships. 

“Divers sometimes look upon awful scenes 
ands situations, some of them being fright- 
ful beyond expression. Human nerve can- 
not withstand sonie of these spectacles of 
horror—they are enough to drive the 
strongest nerved man stark mad! About 
three years ago an old mate of mine, Vic- 
tor Hinston, was employed by the Pacific 
Coagt Steamship Company, of San Fran- 
cisco, at the pay of $150 per day to dive and 
examine the steamship ‘City of Chester,’ 
that had been sunk in a collision with the 
steamer ‘Oceanic.’ He located the vessel in 
fifty fathoms of water. She had been cut 
in two as if split by a single blow of an 
immense ax. 

‘“‘While walking Into the steerage the first 
object that met his gaze was the form of a 
man standing upright, entangled in a pile 
of rope. The ghastly face of the corpse 
was terribly distorted, and the tongue pro- 
truding hung from the mouth, while the 
body was smollen. twice its natural size. 
Going a little farther aft he saw another 
victim of the wreck, who had fallen on his 
knees and gtasped a third.man around 
the waist. This awful spectacle almost 
paralyzed his nerves, so he returned to the 
surface and reported what he had seen. 
Nothing could inducé him to go down again 
= that wreck until accompanied by another 

ver. 

“I have done my share of that sort of 
work, but those are jobs that no man has 
any liking for. Inside of a wreck is a 
terrible, lonely, floomy, (and I might say 
spooky) place, «nd dead faces are not par- 
ticularly agrecable companions, ahywhere— 
but espectally there. 
the bodies of nine men and two women 
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to instinctively distinguish an iron hull 
from a wooden one. If he strikes a wooden 
craft his sword almost invariably pierces 
through it. 


Meeting a Sword Fish. 


“I thank my lucky stars that I never di- 
rectly confronted but one of these frightful 
creatures, and that was a young one with 
a cartilaginous sword. I saw him coming 
for quite a distance and working straight 
toward me. I guess my hair stood up as 
straight and stiff as porcupine quills; any- 
how, I was working with an ax, on the 
deck of a sunken ship, and quickly raised 
the ax and made ready to hit him, but he 
glided past me out of his guard’s range, 
and -you may imagine how much easier I 
breathed as I watched him forging his 
course far away from me. 

“Where there is a white or gray sandy 
bottom beneath the ocean the range of vis- 
ion extends to a considerable distance. In 
tropical seas, as in the West Indies, the 
water 1s so beantifuily clear and transpar- 
ent that the bottom is-visible at a depth of 
from sixty to a hundred feet below the sur- 
face, 


On the Bottom of the Caribbean Sea. 


‘*Along the coast of the island of Mar- 
gueretta,. and in many parts of the Car- 
ibbean sea, there are scenes of surpassingly 
lovely submarine wonders. In many places 
the bed of the ocean is as smooth and firm 
as a house floor and the water is as trans- 
parent as crystal. 

“The white, sandy bottom acts as‘a re- 
fiector to the bright sunshine above the sur- 
face. If you have ever looked through a 
clean glass iar or hottle filled with clear 
water and examined some object placed on 
the opposite side, You realize the magnify- 
ing effect, which is about the same under 
the sea in clear water. Walking in a div- 
ing suit is an easy gliding motion; it is 
slow without bey at all laborious, and the 
scope of vision is about an eighth of a 
mile, 

Deep Sea Monsters. 


“There are many very queer looking 
creatures. Some have horns and wing- 
shaped fins: others have double flapping 
tails, and there is a peculiar kind having 
but cne eye in the center of the head. The 
largest. queerest and quaintest of all is the 
‘Jew fish,’ averaging from three to five 
feet each in length. Bright green streaks 
extend over their backs, blue scales cover 
their sides and their bellies are glistening 
white. 

“Their heads are the most grotesque 
things of that sort that I ever saw under 
water, being disproportionately large, of 
oval shape, with great bulging eyes. the 
whole effect suggesting some resemblance 
to human physiognomy. Occasionally they 
wo e around me, drawing nearer,

The pension business for the year 1294 is 
aboue wound up and Captaim Tip 
Harrison feels good that his tedious 
and Herculean task is ended.

widows who have not 
come to ciaim theirs and about a hundred 
veterans who are missing on the lists. With 
these exceptions the pensions have call been 
paid and the receipts entered in the big 
book that Captain Tip keeps for that }vr- 
pose. He says that this does not indic:te 
that the pensions will be fewer his jar, 
tor the money that now goes tt) wre is 
given to another immediately when it las 
been lgarned that the former pensioner is 
dead or falls out of the list of pension re- 
ceivers. There is a vast army of aidows 
unprovided for and the number of appli- 
cations that pile in from year to year upon 
the desk of Captain Harrison is something 
wonderful. It seems that if nearly half 
the widows who now receive pensions were 
to die tomorrow their places would be speed- 
ily filled by others, whose applications aie 
in readiness for the first vacant places on 
the list warranted by the limit of che itg- 
islative appropriation. In this way it con 
be seen that the pension industry taat Cap- 
tain Harrison presides over is destined to 
last for some time to come. 
More Fertilizers This Year. 

The fertilizer trade is ail over for the 
season and it now appears that the farmers 
of the state of Georgia are going to vse ccl- 
siderably more of the stuf this year than 
last. It is well Known that last year was 
noted for the small quantity of commercial 
fertilizers engaged by the farmers in this 
state, though it was not so remarkable 
in this respect as was the year previous. 
This vear the farmers seem to be ising

more than last year. It is true, neveorihe- 
less, that the quantity is far below the 
amoung of former years. The increase of 
thcreace this year may have something to 
do with it, but it is mure than likely tiat 
the cause is due to the fact that the far- 
mers are going to use more fertiiizers under 
corn and grain crops this year than usual. 
It is thought by farmers who were in the 
agricultural office yesterday, that there will 
be but little increase in the acreage of the 
cotton crop in this state for the ensuing 
year. Tie farmers have found by their ex- 
periences last year and the year before 
that the way to get themselves out of debt 
is to raise their family supplies at home 
and cut down their acreage in cotton. It 
is hardly thought likely that the increase 
in the use of fertilizers in the state this 
year ineuns aly particular increase in the 
acreage of cotton that is to be. 
Paying Off the Teachers. 

Commissioner Bradwell, uf the education- 
al depurtinent of staie, is busy with the 
work of paying off the schowu! teachers 
their first quarterly salaries that have fall- 
en due. This is the first tins tie new rule 
of paying off the teachers quarterly has ap- 
plied. The act was passed by the lest 
general assembly fixing it that the teachers 
could be paid quarterly. The way it is 
done is by the state borrowing a quarter 
of a million dollars to start the ball. The 
trouble has always been that there was 
not enough money in the stute treasury for 
the teachers at this time of the year. This 
difficulty has been overcome by the =+tate 
borrowing $300,0v0, The teachers all over 
the state have expressed their senuine 
gratification and pleasure at the titrn things 
have taken und everybody is glad that so 
much money can be turned loose over the 
state just at this time. It wiii be nearly a 
rPalf-million dollars that will ve paid off 
to the teachers in all the varied counties cof 
the state.

The Military of the State on WMe- 
morial Day. 


COLONEL CANDOLER HARD AT WORK 


The Military of the State Is Invited to 
Participate in the Ceremonies ox 
the Unveiling.

Colonel John S. Candler, to whom the mil- 
itary feature of Memorial Day has been 
assigned, is devoting himself with u patriot- 
ic interest to his part in that occasion. 

He intends to have the military of the 
state well represented. 

To this end he has written a number of 
letters to the variou» military organizations 
throughout the state and has received a 
number of hearty assurances as to their 
support and co-operation. 

Colonel Candler Interviewed. 

“There is no reason why the day shculd 
not be observed as no other day in the 
south has ever been observed before,’ said 
Colonel Candler, waxing “loguent, yest-rday 
afternoon. “The sentiment embodied in 
the unveiling of a monument to the un- 
known dead is one that should appeal to 
every soldier's patriotism. The railroads, 
in my opinion, should offer special rates 
for bringing the military and citizens gen- 
erally, who may wish to attend the exer- 
cises, to the city.”
